La Crosse state normal school, 
who examined the bones Satur- 
day evening, is of the opinion 
that the bones are those of an 
Indian, and if not, those of a 
white man, dating from the time 
of the French occupation of this 
territory, 250 years ago. 


Much interesting 
conjecture 


has been made concerning the 
manner in which 
the 
person 


whose skeleton was found, met 
Ills death. 
A small, round, re- 


gular hole in the back of the 
skull would indicate that death 
was due to violence of some sort. 
Some of the 
authorities 
who 


viewed the skeleton 
advanced 


the opinion that the hole was 
the result of a rifle shot, while 
others held that the skull had 
the appearance of having been 
pierced by the small, sharp head 
of a spear. 


The discovery of the skeleton 


in the city of Onalaska attracted 
small attention from the towns- 
people. 
AVhen representatives 


of the Tribune made a hurried 
trip to the scene of the excava- 
tion after getting the trip Sat- 
urday afternoon, difficulty was 
experienced in finding 
anyone 


who knew of the discovery, or 
of where the work was being 
done. Onco Ihe new street was 
located, the bones' were found 
lying in a jumbled heap in the 
grass at the sitTe of the road. 
They were carefully collected 
and brought to the Tribune of- 
fice, where they were examined 
by Professor Frazee. An attempt 
will be made to delve into the 
history of the skeleton, and if it 
is found to be of real historical 
interest it will be presented to 
the normal school museum.

Realities? 


'THERE are more ways than one of skinning 
* a cat. and Great Britain seems 
to 
have 


found a needed support in her clash with the 
Turkish nationalists in the policy of France 
toward Germany. France, which has been sid- 
ing with the Turk from the first of the present 
crisis, is now reported to have reached an agree- 
ment with England, and to be ready to stand 
with Britain in a firm opposition to the Turk- 
ish demands which the British 
government 


considers inadmissible. Just what this agree- 
ment is is so far uncertain, but it is rumored to 
be a refusal to permit the Moslems to occupy 
Thrace until peace has been signed and sealed, 
and the freedom of the straits made certain by 
the treaty. Considering the former attitude of 
France. England has done well to win her sup- 
port, and it is interesting to contemplate the 
means whereby it was accomplished. 
Bonar 


Law's letter gives the clue. Britain told France 
that if she were to leave England to face the 
Turks alone, England wquld have 
to 
leave 


France to face Germany alone, and concentrate 
on defending British special interests in the 
Near East. 


World politics is one. Dividing it off into 


water-tight compartments, each division to be 
dealt with without reference to the others, is 
impossible. The Four-Power Pacific treaty was 
not negotiated without due consideration of 
affairs in Central Europe and the Near East. 
And the same thing applies to every other in- 
ternational matter. 
That is why the United 


States, in shutting itself out of certain depart- 
ments of world affairs, has greatly weakened 
its influence in other matters which it holds to 
be of direct interest to itself. 


Incidentally, the power of the argument 


to the pocket in successful direction of external 
policy is well demonstrated by the 
instance. 


If England can get French support for discip- 
lining the Turks by threatening to 
abandon 


France to her own devices in collecting German 
reparations, it seems that a skillful use of the 
debts which the allies owe to 
this 
country 


might be quite effective in persuading them to 
a composition of their affairs and a guarantee 
for the future which would make things much 
easier for this country. In talking about our 
loans and the settlement of them as if they 
constituted an,isolated problem with no effect 
or influence upon other matters, this country 
is ignoring one of its best chances to push the 
common-sense, non-imperialistic settlement in 
Europe in which we are all so keenly interested 
as individuals, and toward which our govern- 
ment only maintains indifference by the sheer- 
est legal fiction. Our foreign policy is a long 
way from realities—further now, in 
certain 


ways, than it was under the flouted "idealism" 
of the last administration. 


Value Rec'd 


PRELIMINARY Press reviews of the highway 
* recommendations of the legislative commit- 
tee of the county boards' association omitted 
mention of one important suggestion, probably 
owing to the greater interest attaching to the 
proposal of special road taxes to be laid direct 
upon automobiles. Perusal of the report in 
full discovers, in addition to the special 
tax 


proposals, a suggestion that the county unit be 
dropped in planning for state trunk highways, 
improvements on these roads hereafter to be 
initiated by the highway 
commission 
direct. 


This, it may be recalled, is the provision which 
this column suggested a few days since as es- 
sential to a well-rounded road program. 


Since opposition to the proposed auto taxes 


will doubtless come chiefly from 
motorists, 


this provision is of utmost importance as offer- 
ing a ground upon which automobile owners 
might be reconciled to the proposed direct tax- 
ation. It has to do with what they would get 
for the tax money which they contributed to 
highway making. Heretofore highway taxes, 
taken from general taxation of all the people, 
have not unjustly been apportioned with other 
benefits than simply good auto roads in mind. 
The improvements have been placed with the 
advantage of each county first in view rather 
than with an 'intention of constructing continu- 


ous trunk highways linking up all parts of the 
state. Under the legislation proposed by the 
county road superintendents, the direct taxa- 
tion of autoists as a group is accompanied by a 
proposal to make the convenience of the autolst 
the first prime consideration in the expenditure 
of the money. In other words, autoists would 
be paying taxes for the benefits of autoists. 
This would come about through the plan to 
abandon the county unit, which has made con- 
tinuous trunk highway building impossible, and 
to substitute therefore a system which would 
enable the state to establish continuous all- 
weather trunk highways under the direction of 
the state highway commission. 


The impossibility of this under the present 


county unit plan is manifest to everyone who 
tours or does business in an automobile. From 
La Crosse to Madison, for instance, one finds 
all-weather roads in La Crosse county, Sauk' 
and Dane. 
Crossing Juneau county, a small 


fraction of the entire distance, in bad weather, 
often occupies more time and involves more 
wear and tear of the car, than the immensely 
longer stretches in the above named counties 
combined. Yet statistics show that 
Juneau 


.county, in proportion to population and assess- 
ed valuation, has spent as much on highways as 
have the better paved counties. This demon- 
strates beyond question the absurdity of con- 
tinuing road building upon the county 
unit 


basis. We can think of no better illustration 
for the consideration of the wealthier counties 
of the state than that which we offered in a 
recent editorial. No man would buy an auto- 
mobile which could not be run bej'ond the boun- 
daries of his own county. It is equally ridicu- 
lous to build automobile highways that do not 
extend beyond the boundaries of one's own 
county. 
Unless^the highway and the car are 


both provided, neither is vastly important.

t h a t hole high np on the hill as ye 
came down the river? '' 


Wo admitted t h a t wo had seen a 


small hole in the side of Hie bluff: a 
very small hole with a brown streak 
of dirt dropping awr.y from it down 
the slope. 


"Ah. 
them foPors were slickers. 


Thev built t h a t envo. re know. 
Had 


two holes to it. one on one side of the 
hill and one on the other, and when 
they was raided they all got away 
thrnncrh that opening you fellers saw 
from thoJ river. 


"Folks around here didn't, know 
what they was up to until after the 
raid. 
P.tir I had rny suspicions of 'em. 


To see they went up nnd down the

Four years ago Dr. H. C: Even- 


son induced a dairy farmer to try 
the experiment of selling milk in 
a tent on the market square to 
consumers who called with pails 
and bottles and carried home the 
product. 


Today there are twenty public 


milk stations in the city of La 
Crosse. each selling on an aver- 
age fifty gaXbns of milk per day 
at a saving to customers, as com- 
pared to the price paid for milk 
delivered at homes, of $200 per 
day or $73,000 -per year. 


Even more remarkable is the 


fact that, while consumers fire 
saving five cents, per quart by 
eliminating the delivery charge, 
the .farmers are getting twice and 
three 
times 
as much for their 


milk as they did when they sold 
their product to the creamery, 
cheese factory or condensery. 
The La Crosse milk .station plaa of 


distributing milk has proved so suc- 
cessful that Dr. Eveusou is now re- 
ceiving inquiries regarding the system 
employed here from 
authorities 
all 


over tire United States.

in the primaries by Attorney General 
W. J. Morgan and the Anti-Saloon 
league, the prohibition parly loaders 
in the state^ believe thar they will re- 
ceive thousands of dry votes this fall 
that would ordinarily be cast in other 
party columns. 
If (his were true the 


prohibitionists would bp unable to 
poll ten per cent in the primaries two ' 
years from now and would follow the I 
democrats in (bis respect. 


Leaders in Hie lepir.lnture arc dis- 


cussing the advisability of an amend- 
ment to the primary law in this re- 
spect. It is probahl" th.'it a bill will 
be introduced abolishing the ten per 
cent requirement and substituting a 
clause that would require candidates 
of any party to receive a Hat 10,000 
votes in the primary. 
They point 


out that in a state where 000,000 
votes are cast in the primaries, at 
least 10.000 should be secured by o 
party if it is of any importance under 
any conditions.

mocrats permanently to their parly 
column but would 
still 
probably 


throw out the prohibition party so
